Montreal, .Tune 2.—Now that the 
first burst of excitement and grief 
over the sinking of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific 
liner Empress 
of Ireland 
has 
partly silent itself the public general­ 
ly is settling down to await the result 
of the government’s inquiry to fix the 
responsibility 
for the 
disaster.

royal commission of three was appoint­ 
ed to investigate the ramming and 
sending to the bottom of the St. Law­ 
rence river early Friday morning of 
the Empress of Ireland by the Norwe­ 
gian collier Storstad. 
The three men w’ho will comprise 
the 
Investigating 
tribunal 
are 
Sir 
Adolph Routhier, judge of the court 
of admiralty of Quebec, and Hon. F'ze- 
klel Mcl^eod, chief justice and judge 
of the admiralty court of New Bruns­ 
wick, appointed by the Canadian gov­ 
ernment, and George L. Vaux of the 
legal staff of the British 
board of 
trade. 
The hearing will begin June 9. Pend­ 
ing the convening of the commission 
of inquiry Captain Lindsay, Dominion 
commissioner, will continue the pre­ 
liminary investigation by taking tes­ 
timony of survivors of the dlsaste-r 
and the members of the crew of the 
Storstad and assembling evidence for 
the use of the commissioners. 
The second step in the legal battle 
arising out of the sinking of the Em­ 
press of Ireland will be taken when 
attorneys for the owners of the Stor­ 
stad will appear in the admiralty di­ 
vision of the exchequer court and of­ 
fer a bond of $240,000 and ask that the 
collier be released from arrest.

Chicago, June 2.—Negotiations for 
Increased wages were suspended be­ 
tween the firemen and engineers and 
the general m anagers’ committee of 
ninety-eight railroads west of Chica­ 
go, of which latter A. W, Tresnholm 
of St. Paul, general manager of the 
Omaha railway, is chairman. 
The final refusal of the railroads to 
grant their demands w ill be submitted 
to the men and a referendum vote 
on the question of a strike will be 
taken, according to Warren A. Stone, 
grand chief engineer of the Brother­ 
hood of locomotive Engineers, and 
W. S. Carter, president of the Broth­ 
erhood of Firemen and FTnginemen. 
Mr. Stone said it probably would 
require thirty days to complete the 
vote and in the meantime no further 
proposals will be submitted. 
The ne­ 
gotiations have been going on here 
for nearly three months. 
The railroads involved include prac­ 
tically all the roads in the United 
States west of Chicago, including the 
Illinois Central and all lines iu Can­ 
ada west of F'ort William except the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 
The total mileage of the railways Is 
about 140,000 miles and more than 
f>5,OOO engineers and 
firemen, who 
now 
receive 
about 
$67,750,000

nually, are involved. 
According to a statem ent issued by 
the general managers’ committee the 
requests of the men would increase 
the payrolls of the departm ents ap­ 
proximately SO per cent.

finally aroused the men who really con 
trol the bouse to the necessity of doing 
something which will stop tills method 
of procedure. 


W a s a Valuable Privilege. 
Heretofore this five minute rule priv­ 
ilege was of considerable value to 
members of the house for the purpose 
of getting in short speeches in opposi­ 
tion to some provision in an appropria­ 
tion bill. 
Also the point of order was 
valuable to prevent obnoxious legisla­ 
tion. but it lins been used with such 
indiscriminate folly for the last two or 
three years that there is a general de­ 
termination in the bouse to rid itself 
of this method of obstruction so far as 
possible. 
The result will be more expeditious 
legislation, and it will be rather sur­ 
prising if the legislation Is not worse 
than heretofore. 


Explained by Mann. 
The necessity for taking this drastic 
action 
was 
explained 
by 
Minority 
Lender Maim. who said: “W e have 
wasted so much time in this congress 
doing things which am ount to nothing 
I that we have got to make a change in 
the rules or some change in law or 
make up our minds to stay Itere ail 
summ er or do no real legislation. 
It Is 
impossible to continue the business of 
the house under the existing rules and 
law*.” 
And yet many of the defenders of 
the rules have said that they are the 
best system that any legislative body 
ever devised. 
The fact is that tln*se 
rules have gradually l>een built up for 
the purjKise of permitting a few men 
who manage the house to do as they 
please and prevent other legislation. 
But in building up such a machine It 
finally crumbles of Its own weight, and 
no;v further drastic action is to be 
taken in order to suppress the power 
of the individual member.
